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MINUTES OF 1949 PARISH MEETING 


Robesonia, Pa., January 9, 1949. 


The annual meeting of the Robesonia Lutheran Parish was held in the 
Trinity Social Hall, with the president, Rev. E. L. Leisey, presiding. The 
meeting was opened by scripture reading and prayer, conducted by the pastor.

There was a motion carried to merge the anniversary service with the 
Veterans’ Memorial Service on May 29th. . 


It was agreed to have joint services during Lenten Season start at St. 
Daniel’s on Ash Wednesday and then on an alternating basis on Thursdays 
thereafter. The pastor reported an exchange of pulpits with the Reformed 
Pastor in town during one service, and will attempt to have illustrated movie 
lectures for two of the other services. 

A budget committee for the year 1949 comprising Adam Spohn, Jr. and 
Clarence Sprecher was appointed. 

The auditing committee of Robert Huber and Daniel Bechtel were in- 
structed to perform their duties before the new officers took charge. 

The new council members were formally introduced and thanks for serv- 
ices were extended to the retiring members by the pastor. 

Pastor and Mrs. Leisey served as host and hostess to the councilmen and 
their wives with refreshments and recreation.
